Five-passenger plane is 
danaged as RAF jet 
flies close to check identity

The Cvil Aviation Aucfiontv 
«nd the RAF yesterday began 
imutiuiniu into a collision 
over the Nortii Sea between a 
Lightnin: interceptor jet and a 
twin-engded civilian piston air¬ 
craft wir five people nn board 
in Wodrcsdiiy liiglu. Both air- 
ti-aft landed safely. 

The RVF jet had been sent 
up to cluck the identity of the 
civilian :roft and apparent ly 
touchcd ; wing as it flew dose. 
When tie twin-engined .\ztec 
landed srfciy at Kirmiugton 
airport, lumbcrside, a foot of 
iw’porr ring was buckled. 

The RAF pilot, who bad not 
been aware of any impact, 
found pant missing a from the 
Lightnings underside after 
landing at RAF Binbrook, 
LincoInsh.ro. 

The A^tce was cue of two 
Mich ai'craft flying front 
Gothenburg in Swcdcu with 
members of the crew of c tug. 
the Irish nan, which hud been 
working it the North Sea. The 
RAF said the two aircraft were 
picked up on screens at the 
RAF radtx station at Staxton 
Wold, Yorkshire. 

Two Light uiivir. ol the 
Instant Alert Force, which 
investigates “ suspicious'' air¬ 
craft approaching Britain, were 
'ent up from Binbrook. As the 
mo Aztecs could tiot be found 
by radio the Ligiitnings made 
a visual invcsiigution, RAF 
Strike Command said. 

Strike Command said the two 
Lightnings, which can travel a* 
U‘t iu 1200 niph compared 
with the 16h mph of the Aztec, 


were sent because no Digiit 
plan had bceu received for the 
light aircraft at the time of 
interception. Air traffic control 
in Britain is jointly ntn by the 
Services and the civil authori- 
tiu-i. 

In one Aztec Mr Lduurtl 
SliacLIcy. chief officer of the 
irishman, was sitting next to 
Mi Yrtltur Raiusdeii. the pilot, 
as the Lightnings arrived. The 
li^ht aircraft was 70 miles from 
Humberside, at 6,000 ft. 

Mr Shackles- said yesterday: 
*' I had die headphones on 
listening to die flight instruc¬ 
tions und navigation directions 
from the flight contra] centre. 
I heard them »ay we were on 
the flight path for Ottrinc^g^L 
and the Humber, when 
suddenly there was a bang."

Miners’ leaders threaten national 
overtime ban over closure 
of pit because of dust hazard 


By Our Labour Editor 

Miners’ leaders yesterday 
threatened a national overtime 
ban unless the National Coal 
Board abandons plans to close 
a Derbyshire pit because of 
dust. 

The executive of the National 
Union of Mineworkers decided 
by 18 votes to seven to demand 
withdrawal of the closure 
threat hanging over Langwith 
colliery and to seek the driving 
of a pilot heading to test the 
validity of the management's 
contention that a new seam is 

lincifg. 

If the coal board refuses to 
meet the union’s demand a 
national ban on overtime 
similar to those before the 
1972 and 1974 strikes will he 
enforced without a pithead 
ballot of the men. 

Behind the unexpected show 
of militancy lie union fears that 


permissible level of airborne 
dust as a pretext to close 
uneconomic pits. 

Mr Joseph Gormley, presi¬ 
dent of the NUM, said after 
yesterday’s meeting: “ If the 
board is going to start closing 
pits because of problems with 
’he dust regulations then I am 
afraid a lot of pits are going 
to be in jeopardy.” 

The executive had been 
incensed at the board’s sadden 
change of tactics over . the 
Langwith closure proposal. At 
first the board bad insisted 
that the new seam, only 2ft 
lOin thick, which would extend 
the life of the 900-man colliery, 
was uneconomic. 

Later it said it could not be 


worked at a level of airborne 
dust permissible u nd er the 
new regulations introduced 
last September. Without the 
new seam Langwith would have 
to dose in two years although 
the men would be found work 
at collieries near by short of 
labour. 

The issue will be raised in 
talks with the coal board on 
January 22 but the executive 
is not likely to order industrial 
action before its meeting on 
February 12. Although coal 
stocks are high, too high for 
the miners' sense erf security, 
industrial action on that scale 
would be serious. 

The NUM executive did not 
choose the most militant 
option put forward by the 
Derbyshire area, whose mem¬ 
bers are already operating an 
overtime ban, for an immediate 
national extension of their 
action. Instead it voted for a 
compromise formula put for¬ 
ward by Mr Sidney Vincent, the 
Lancashire miners’ leader, 
which gives the board time to 
change its mind. 

A milder proposal from Mr 
Tom Bartle, of the Durham 
mechanics, that they should 
seek assurances from the board 
and, failing that, call a special 
executive meeting to discuss 
action, was rejected by 14 votes 
to 11. 

A coal board official said last 
night: "The board is, of course, 
fully prepared to meet union 
leads? to hear their latest views 
on the proposal to phase out 
Langwith colliery over three 
years because it is running out 
of workable reserves. 

“ There are two main ways of 


getting information about coal 
seams: to drill bore holes from 
the surface or to tunnel under¬ 
ground. The board has drilled 
bore holes and obtained samples 
of the coal seams to the east of 
Langwith and the strata above 
and below it. 

“ Our examination shows 
because of the thinness, of the 
seam and the nature of the 
strata, the coal cannot be 
worked without taking excessive 
dirt intfa it, and that would in¬ 
evitably cause health difficul¬ 
ties. We canoot think of driving 
an underground ttmnrf rmfring . 
up to £lm -without providing 
much more additional informa¬ 
tion.”

Plea for staff to work 
longer year than pupils

Teachers should be compelled 
by law to work at least two 
weeks of the year longer than 
their pupils, Dame Margaret 
Miles, formerly Headmistress of 
Mayfield School, Putney, said 
at the North of England educa¬ 
tion conference at Lancaster 
yesterday. 

She told me afterwards that 
it would involve teachers losing 
about two weeks of their 
present holidays so that they 
could spend a few days at the 
beginning and end of each term 
planning courses without their 
pupils. She was against making 
the school holidays any longer. 

She told the conference that 
her plan would “ lead to greater 
efficiency and professionalism 
and avoid loss of teaching¬ 
learning time and avoid muddle 
and uncertainty at the begin¬ 
ning and end of term”. 

Her proposals were attacked 
by Mr Frederick Smithies, 
chairman of the education com¬ 
mittee of the National Associa¬ 


tion of Schoolmasters. He told 
me: “We object to._any pro¬ 
posal that would * diminish 
teachers’ annual holiday'entitle-' 
meats.” 

But he said there would be 
no objection to the plan if-it 
meant that the pupils’ term 
time was cut by two weeks. 

Dame Margaret told the con¬ 
ference that as teachers now 
commanded professional salaries 
it could no longer be' argued 
that their low pay. was com¬ 
pensated-for by long holidays 
and a relatively short working 
day. Their working conditions 
and hours shoidd . now be 
clarified. 

The good teacher had always 
assumed that she would taka 
work home and do extra¬ 
curricular activities after 
school as well as coating in 
before the beginning of term 
and staying on after the end. 
“ But lots of teachers who may 
be very effective in the'class¬ 
room do not do these Hnnrrc 
and some heads find it difficult 
to have a staff conference after 
school hours or in the holi¬ 
days ”, she said. -

Cabin staff agree to work on Concorde

British Airways stewards and 
stewardesses have signed an 
interim agreement to operate 
services with the Concorde with 
fare-paying passengers from 
January 21, the airline an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

Training for the cabin staff 
began yesterday at the BA 
school at a Crane bank, near 
Heathrow airport, London, and 
should be completed just before 
the first flight leaves on Wed¬ 
nesday week for Bahrain. 

The cabin staff will use the 
initial services with the Con¬ 
corde to assess their workload 
before they put in a final claim 
to British Airways. No agree¬ 
ment has yet been signed by 
the airline with its pilots to 
fly the L350 mph airliner, but 
British Airways senior man¬ 
agers to whom T spoke yester¬ 


day appeared confident that 
such a deal will be completed, 
within the Government’s £6 
limi*, within a few days. 

A third barrier to the open¬ 
ing of supersonic services on 
January 21, the refusal of over¬ 
flying rights by countries in the 
Middle East, appeared yester¬ 
day to be on the verge of being 
overcome. Saudi Arabia has 
now agreed, that the Concorde 
may boom its way across her 
territory. Syria is apparently 
ready to give agreement, and 
Lebanon will follow. 

But while the more apparent 
obstacles are being gradually 
cleared from the path of the 
Concorde, BA remains con¬ 
scious that it will be starting 
supersonic service; on the 
slimmest of margins. While 
Air France has already received 
two Concordes ready for the 
opening of its supersonic ser¬

Access to records urged

An casing of restrictions an 
scholars’ access to public records 
is being urged by the newly estab¬ 
lished Social History Society of 
the United Kingdom. 

When most state secrets were 
open to inspection after a com¬ 
paratively short time it was 
monstrous that information vital 
to research should be kept locked 
up for more than a hundred 
years, Professor Harold Perkin, 
head of the history department at 
Lancaster University and Chair¬ 
man of The society, said. 

“ Researchers are bring denied 
access to records on the spurt eras 
^rounds of p riva cy and lack of 
specific statutory authority ”, he 
said. “ We consider there would 
be no real threat to the 
individual's privacy if all such 
records were opened to bona-fide 


researchers 50 years after their 
creation.” 

The society is sending resolu¬ 
tions to Mr jenkins, Home secre¬ 
tary, Mr Healey, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and Mr Malley, 
Secretary of State for Education 
and Science, urging thar the civil 
and ecclesiastical registers of 
biRfs, marriages and deaths 
should be made available without 
charge to genuine researchers mid 
that the census enumerator* re¬ 
turns should be opened 50 years 
after the census was taken.'

Kissingef-Allon talks rim into difficulties

Washington, Jan 8 
Relations between the United 
States and Israel are more 
strained now than they have 
ever been. Mr Yigal Allon, die 
Israel Foreign Minister, is in 
Washington for talks with Dr 
Henry Kissinger, the Secretary 
of State, and the talks are not 
gtiing welL 

Each side is taking the line 
which has become typical of its 
approach in recent months: Mr 
Alton danands that America 
should see things his way, and 
Dr Kissinger strives to find a 
common ground between the 
t\vo -which will not cut him off 
from the Arabs. 

' Dr Kissinger is in a weak 
position, both in America and 
abroad, for several reasons. He 
is clearly less powerful in the 
Government than he used to he, 
and as the countdown to the 
election continues both he and 
President Ford will continue to 
'psc authority unless the Presi- 
eQt’s chances of winning kn¬ 
ave. Dr Kissinger has suffered 
jnumW of serious defeats, 
[it n^ably over Cyprus, 
“jCc ant*Turkey, but also in

all, bis relations with Congress 
are now so bad that it actively 
hinders American foreign 
policy. 

All this hinders his Middle 
East policy, although it remains 
by far his most important 
success. He ignored it comp 
pletely for five years, until 
October, 1973, end has since 
then managed to turn Egypt 
from a Russian client and 
virulently anti-American power 
into a real neutral and a friend 
of die United States—and he 
has kept the peace. 

The record is sufficient to 
qualify him os one of the great 
Secretaries of State. Part of his 
achievement was to bring Israel 
into line and this is what file 
Israelis most resent. 

For decades they were in file 
enviable position of having 
guaranteed American support 
without having to submit to any 
reciprocal obligation- All that 
has now changed. The Israelis 
are now doubtful of American 
friendship at the very time that 
they need it most. 

American policy towards the 
Middle East is made not only 
by the President and the Sec¬ 
retary of State. Congress has 
an essential role to play, and 
in Congress as well as elsewhere 
there is less automatic support 
for Israel than there used to 
be. 


The rock bottom guarantee 
America gives of Israel’s 
security and survival remains as 
firm' as ever. Whatever happens, 
the United States will not allow 
Mr Yassir Arafat, the Pales¬ 
tinian guerrilla leader, to take 
over die ruins of Tel Aviv. 

The tremble between the two 
countries, fundamentally, is that 
the Americans believe that there 
is a real possibility that the 
Arabs can be brought to tolerate 
Israel -within * secure and 
recognized boundaries ” pro- 
vided that enough concessions 
are made, and the Israelis do 
not believe it. 

The Israelis are quite certain 
that they are being subjected 
to a “salami” process: if they 
returned Gaza, Hebron and 
Nablus they would be asked for 
Jerusalem, and if they gave up 
Jerusalem they would be asked 
for Haifa and Jaffa and the 
destruction of Israel. 

Dr Kissinger thinks that the 
key to the Middle East remains 
Egypt, and that the present 
Egyptian Government is quite 
ready to leave Israel alone if 
the frontier and Palestinian 
questions are settled. 

It remains a cardinal element 
of American policy to support 
President Sadat and to pave the 
way for equally amicable rela¬ 
tions with his successors. 

So the Israelis were made to 


give up the western Sinai passes 
in exchange for the consider¬ 
able Egyptian concession of 
allowing Israeli cargoes to use 
the Suez Canal. Egypt expects 
and Israel fears that there will 
be a series of withdrawals back 
to the original frontier between 
the two. 

The present debate between 
Israel and America, and what 
Dr Kissinger and Mr Alion are 
talking about this week, is the 
Palestinian question. The 
Americans continue to promise 
that they will not deal with 
the Palestinian Liberation 
Organization until it recognizes 
Israel’s right to exist. However, 
they say that the Palestinian 
question is fundamental to the 
Middle East dispute and must 
be faced. 

The Israelis still say that 
there cannot be a third state in 
Palestine, and that any territory 
they give up will have to 
revert to Jordan. They still 
question whether the PLO 
really represents people in the 
occupied territories. 

Dr Kissinger is determined 
to keep role as middle-man 
in the dispute. At the moment 
he is doing better in that res¬ 
pect with the Arabs than with 
the Israelis. But die latter have 
always come round in the end, 
and will doubtless do so again 
this time.

Mustafa* was born in 1943 in 
the Crimea. Six months later, 
on May 181, 1944, be and all the 
Crimean Tartars were fordBJy 
deported to far-away ■ Central 
Asia. The soldiers, who broke 
into the houses at dawn on'that 
day gave the Tartars 20 minutes 
to pack their things- Then came' 
the long months of deportation 
in cattle .trucks, during which 
the weak died oy the-thousand 
—of grief* thirst, cold and star¬ 
vation. By the end of 1945 
nearly bmif the nation had 
perished. 

Mustafa’s earliest memories 
are of a small settlement in the 
deserts of Uzbekistan. To stray 
beyond the last hovel meant to 
be* shot orn the spot, for a child. 
At school the teachers sang 
the praises of Soviet rule, and 
asserted at the same time that 
the Tartars had been bandits 
for centuries, had betrayed 
the motherland to the Ger¬ 
mans, and had been justly 
punished;' for this by deporta¬ 
tion. 

His family was poor, and 
Mustafa started work very 
young. But all his spare time he 
spent in the library, searching 
for the truth about his people 
among all the falsified texts. 
This put him in touch with 
other lUke-minded youngsters, 
and soon they formed a 
Crimean. Tartar Youth League. 
The league's aim was to con¬ 
vince the Tartars of the need to

In May, 1968, he was due to 
participate in a demonstration 
in Moscow by several thousand 
Tartars on the twenty-fourth 
anniversary of the deportation. 
The day before, however, the 
police rounded up most of the 
demonstrators, including Mus¬ 
tafa, and sent them back to 
Central Asia under armed 
guard. 

At this time Dzhemilev got 
to know many of the leading 
figures in the Soviet human 
rights movement, people like 


ity of freedom, he immediately 
sympathized with their aims. It 
was in large part thanks to his 
efforts that misunderstandings 
were ironed out between ihe 
Moscow democrats and the 
leaders of various national 
movements in the USSR. Quite 
logically, therefore, be became 
one of the 15 founder-members, 
in 1969, of the Initiative Group 
for the Defence of Human 
Rights in the USSR. 

During this period Mustafa 
signed open letters and appeals, 
and denounced the occupation 
of Czechoslovakia. So when his 
new arrest came in September, 
1969, it provoked widespread 


protests. But be was sentenced 
none the less to three years’ 
forced labour. At bis trial he 
declined to appoint a defence 
counsel on the; ground that the 
few available independent bar¬ 
risters would he severely perse¬ 
cuted for their efforts* on his 
behalf, while the police- 
approved ones would simply do 
wbat the KGB ordered. Instead, 
Dzhemilev himself demonstra¬ 
ted the groundlessness of the 
charges of “deliberate anti- 
So>aet slander He also com¬ 
pelled the court to admit that 
the prosecutor had participated 
in _ punitive police actions 
against the Tartars. This fact 
made his prosecutor’s role ille¬ 
gal. He also -caught the judge 
red-handed receiving notes 
which instructed him how to 
conduct the case. 

On his release in 1972, Mus¬ 
tafa’s health riad been severely 
undermined by the camp con¬ 
ditions and associated hunger- 
strikes. But the police at once 
resumed their persecution, sub¬ 
jecting _ him several times to 
preventive detention. In June, 
1974, they arrested hi m yet 
again. A wave of protests and 
appeals came from the Tartars 
and his friends in Moscow. 
Some were addressed to the 
Soviet authorities, others to the 
UN and international human 
rights bodies. But they did not 
avert a new sentence of one 
year. Since no one was in¬ 
formed about when or where 
the. trial would take place, and 
as it was conducted in camera, 
little is known about the pro¬ 
ceedings. But it soon leaked 
our that Mustafa had declared 
a new hunger-strike and that a 
orison in Central Asia had re¬ 
fused to accept him in a highly 
emaciated condition, for rear 
that be might die there. 

On June 21, 3975, Dzhemilev’s 
third sentence was due to end. 
On June 19 new charges of 
“ deliberately ' slandering the 
Soviet svstern** were preferred 
against him. He went on hun¬ 
ger strike. 

The new rbarges were no 
surprise. In January, I had 
heard from Mustafa’s fellow- 
inmates that a new case was 
being concoct ed. And in May 
I had received a document, 
signed by one* of them, which 
described tbs circumstances. 
The camp authorities were try¬ 
ing to recruit false witnesses 
from among tlie prisoners, using 
threats and blackmail. 


Using these materials, I 
appealed to the camp autho¬ 
rities to put a stop to such ille¬ 
galities. At first they appeared 
to do so. But soon came the new 
charges. A group of friends, 
including Dr Sakharov and my¬ 
self, promptly sent a telegram 
to the head of the KGB. "Yuri 
Andropov. When we got no 
reply, we organized a press- 
conference in Moscow last July, 
at which Mustafa’s mother and 
sister were present Copies of 
all the documents, including 
protests signed by a number of 
democratically minded people, 
were given to the press. No 
stories appeared. 

Now, once again, in Omsk. 
Mustafa is deploying his only 
weapon. His friends, including 
myself, have urged him to end 
his present, most terrible hun¬ 
ger-strike. Recently be replied: 
“ I refuse to do so. but not be¬ 
cause of any childish heroics. 
The fact is that I began the 
strike not only as a protest, but 
also to defend myself against 
false witnesses. You can see for 
yourselves they've got nothing 
to charge me with. So if I hadn’t 
gone on hunger strike, they'd 
have thrust on me two or three 
“ cell-mates ”, who would now 
be ‘ testifying ’ agaiost me.” The 
point here is that Soviet law 
requires hunger-strikers to be 
kept in solitary confinement. 

Because Mustafa is not a Jew, 
but a Crimean Tartar, will he 
continue to receive no help 
from the outside world ? Per¬ 
haps those governments, groups 
and individuals who support 
the Palestinians could give a 
lead. After all. the Crimean 
Tartars have been dispossessed 
of their homeland for a few 
years longer than the Palestin¬ 
ians. To the Arabs, moreover, 
they are fellow-Muslims who 
have repeatedly appealed for 
support to tbeir Islamic breth¬ 
ren.

Mr Grigorenko is an engineer 
and the son of General Pyotr 
Grigorenko , a (elidin'; Soviet 
dissenter and champion of the 
exiled Crimean Tartars. Andrei 
Grigorenko was closely involved 
in the human rights activity of 
his father and friends until his 
recent emigration.

Potato prices have caught up 
with instant mash, so that the 
price of Cadbury’s Smash is 
rising by about ll!p in the £. 
Dornay Foods, which produces 
the rival Yeoman and Wooder- 
mash, says ir has no plaits to 
raise prices. Its last rise was 
in Octnher. 1975. 

Cadbury Typhoo soys the 
rise on Smash was entirely the 
result of the increased cost of 
potatoes. Findus says the same 
about its frozen chips, which 
rose at the cr.d of December 
from a recommended shop 
price of 24p for 1207 to Z&n. 
"It is likely tint we shall have 
to raise the price again in the 
near future", the company 
says. 

Findus also raised prices of 
several varieties of frozen fish 
in December, so that the 
recommended price of 10 cod 
fishfingers rose from 34^p to 
36p. Supermarkets in the Fine 
Fare group will sell some this 
weekend at 25p for 10- 

Early January- is always a 
dismal rime for buying food 
since shops take some time to 
replace stocks after Christmas 
and the best home-grown pro¬ 
duce is way out of season. This 
is the time of year when green¬ 
grocers have more than their 
usual proportion of bedraggled, 
wilting vegetables and when 
butchers and fishmongers often 
have less choice than usual in 
tbeir shops. 

Fishermen like a long holi¬ 
day, so the amount of fresh fish 
reaching the shops is cut. 
Birds Eye has tried to take ad¬ 
vantage of that by cutting the 
prices of some of its cheaper 
frozen fish. It claims that the 
cuts wall make some of their 
products cheaper than the 
equivalents sold by fishmon¬ 
gers. 

It is hard to compare prices 
in shops si ace fishmongers sell 
by the lb and Birds Eye sells 
in packets containing ldoz and 
14oz. By knocking 3p off a 
plastic bag containing 14oz of 
cod steaks. Birds Eye has 
brought the price down to 55p, 


or 64p a lb. By taking 2p off 
a 7oz pack of cod steaks, the 
firm brings the price down to 
30p, or about 7Op a lb. That is 
a very high price for a fish¬ 
monger to charge for a pound 
of cod steaks. 

One alternative to fresh sea 
fish lies in farmed freshwater 
varieties. Trout are quite com¬ 
mon at 72p to 78p a lb, and 
a few Fishmongers and super¬ 
markets have salmon at £1.60 
to £2.00 a ]b for whole fish 
and slightly more for portions. 
A small piece of frozen Scotch 
salmon For one person costs 
between 40p and 50p. 

Frozen poultry remains 
quiie cheap for those who can 
face it so soon after Christmas. 
There are plenty of chickens 
from 27p a lb and rather fewer 
turkeys from about 33p a lb. 
If a whole rurkey seems daunt- 
ir.c, tliere are breast portions 
that cost between 40p and 55p 
for enough to feed two people. 

AM forecasters say that meat 
prices will rise this year be¬ 
cause there will be fewer 
animals than before. Cadbury’s 
has become the first company 
to produce a tinned soya pro¬ 
duct directly competitive with 
meat, and it should be in some 
shops ist the south of England. 
The product is carefully priced 
so that soya chunks in gravy 
at 20p a tin cost slightly less 
than two thirds of the price of 
a respectable tin of tinned 
steak from a company like 
Walls. 

The mince rariffiy, which is 
slightly cheaper, bears a remark¬ 
able resemblance to mincemeat. 
Cadbury’s soya mince is, of 
course, made entirely from im¬ 
ported soya beans. The sauce, 
alas, bears little resemblance to 
sauces that accompany tinned 
meat- It is thick, slightly pink, 
rich and seems to rely very 
much on the food processor’s 
traditional standby, sugar. 

The limitations of soya as a 
substitute for meat are shown 
by the fact that Cadbury’s have 
fried their chunks in beef fa» 
which accounts for 6 per ce 1 
of the weight of the prodn 
The product will not do 
vegetarians, therefore.

Advertising sells itself 


These are . embarrassing 
times for advertising men.' 
Under attack from econom¬ 
ists, politicians and even 
industrialists they have be¬ 
come remarkably . intro¬ 
verted. 

The industry which can 
claim to have made status 
symbols ' out of soap and 
myths out of margarine has 
found itself inexplicably 
lackin g in its ability to sell 
one major product—advert¬ 
ising itself. 

Its only defence against the 
i brick-bats of recent public 
opinion has been, in its own 
terminology, to adopt as low 
a profile as possible and wait 
for the air to clear. 

In fairness, the adver ti sing 
industry has done much in 
recent months to put its own 
bouse in order if mainly in 
a defensive response to criti¬ 
cism. It has strengthened 
considerably its own seif- 
regulatory systems' and 
raised funds to sustain them. 
At the same time it has made 
worthy efforts to put right 
much that is wrong in 
advertising. It has, for 
example, made powerful 
efforts to eliminate what 
were considered unethical 
and objectionable media sell¬ 
ing techniques. 

But it has largely failed so 
far in what might be consid¬ 
ered its major battle—the 
defence of the very concept 
of advertising. 

The industry’s crisis in the 
face of growing criticism on 
all fronts was summed up 
recently by Victor Ross, man¬ 
aging director of. Reader’s 
Digest -writing in Campaign, 
the admen’s leading maga¬ 
zine. 

Mr Ross claimed that those 
who wanted to protect 
advertising must defend the 
free society and rice versa.

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Price rises bringing icy blasts 


Few people can be unaware 
that the cost of heari ng their 
homes fhfc winter will be 
more expensive than in' the 
past. But few householders 
seem properly prepared for 
the shocks thar this winter's 
fuel bills will bring. 

Statistically, the facts are 
plain and freely available. 
Electricity- prices have 
doubled in just two years: 
gas prices rose by an average 
oF 20 per cent in October, 
making the fuel more than 43 
per cent more expensive than 
in the previous autumn. 

Customers for oQ, who 
suffered most from rising 
prices during the winter of 
1973 and the early part of 
the winter of 1974, this 
month saw the cost of a 
gallon of hearing oil rise by 
between 25 and 27 per cent. 
Paraffin, used mainly for 
free standing heaters, went 
up by 6p a gallon at the 
same time. 

Solid fuels have risen by 
36 per cent since last winter, 
but like electricity and gas 
there- are still substantial 
regional variations in the 
price of coal-based products. 
According to a - recent 
Which ? report a coke user 
in Northampton might 
have escaped with a 21 per 
cent rise in his fuel bills 
while in Reading anthracite 
grains are costing 49 per 
cent more than last year. 

The fear, particularly in 
the gas and electricity indus¬ 
tries. is that householders 
will realize the full extent 
of the increases only when 
the first of the winter 
matter bills arrives. And at 

time of year when, even in 


normal circumstances, large 
numbers of people find it 
difficult to pay their gas and 
electricity bills, the 
suppliers could find them¬ 
selves facing the prospect of 
cutting on supplies to 
several millions of their 
customers. 

Government departments 
are well aware of the diffi¬ 
culties that many consumers 
will face over the next four 
or five months and Mrs 
Shirley Williams, Secretary 
of State for Prices and Con¬ 
sumer Protection, has asked 
the National Consumer Coun¬ 
cil to undertake a study iota 
the effects of energy prices 
on low-income families. 

The council has already 
made an extensive investiga¬ 
tion into the fuel market 
this winter. In a report to 
the House of Commons 
Select Committee on the 
Nationalized Industries, it 
suggested that needy fami¬ 
lies should be given a free 
fuel allowance that would 
allow them a minimum 
supply of heat, light and 
power. The council sees this 
as a temporary measure to 
help the lower paid adjust to 
the fact that high-cost 
energy is here to stay and 
will be in future a major 
item in the household 
budget 

Ireland already operates a 
free fuel allowance for pen¬ 
sioners and the council would 
like Britain to give more 
thought to an idea now being 
implemented in Japan. This 
Involves “inverting" tariffs 
so that consumers of small 
amounts of fuel get their sup¬ 
plies more cheaply than large 
users—the exact opposite of 
the present situation.

The idea has some merit 

since many old age pension¬ 
ers are among the class that 
uses small amounts of fuel 
and are penalized by high 
standing costs. But. in order 
to give this group some relief 
it would involve subsidies 
from large consumers many 
of whom, particularly coun¬ 
cil house tenants with central 
hearing, also find it difficult 
to pay their fuel bills under 
the present system. 

Proposals from the coun¬ 
cil cover the gas and elec¬ 
tricity industries where most 
of the largest increases in 
costs have been seen. Owners 
of property with oil-fired cen¬ 
tral nearing are generally 
assumed to be among the 
more affluent sections of 
society. Solid fuel has a 
much reduced role in the 
home hearing market and 
generally it is not available 
on quarterly credit terms like 
gas and electricity. 

Installing the right type of 
central beating is still very 
much of agamble. If gas is 
available, it is cheaper than 
most other fuels; out gas 
prices have been kept arti¬ 
ficially low by government 
action and the monopoly of 
the British Gas Corporation 
in purchasing supplies from 
the North Sea fields. 

British Gas maintains such 
a veil of secrecy over the 
price it will have to pay for 
expensive new supplies from 
the northern part of the 
North Sea and amounts by 
which existing contracts are 
increasing that it is difficult 
for a consumer to make an 
objective judgment on 
whether gas will continue to 
be a good buy. 


It is equally difficult to be 

sure of the prices of other 
fuels. The government decree 

that all state subsidies shall 
be removed from the nation¬ 
alized industries’ pricing 
structures is in the final 
stages of being implemented 
and will mean that in future 
the real cost of producing 
energy will be reflected in 
consumers’ bills. 

Electricity is committed to 
a general revision of its 
tariffs in April to take 
account of higher costs, 
apart from fuel. On top of 
this there seems certain to 
be a coal price rise that will 
be reflected in the Fuel ad¬ 
justment clause contained in 
all the published regional 
tariffs. Electricity, as the 
largest single consumer of 
oil, will also be hoping for 
an extension to the nine- 
month freeze on oil prices 
which is due to end in Juue. 

These days the cost of 
running electric central heat¬ 
ing seems to outweigh its 
advantages. Supplies are 
available nationwide and sys¬ 
tems can be installed with¬ 
out a flue or chimney and the 
minimum of building work. 
It also requires very little 
maintenance and is clean. 
The cost of electricity varies 
from region to reaion. The 
Which ? survey on fuel prices 
showed that off-peak elec¬ 
tricity was cheaper in Scot¬ 
land and South Wales and 
that the daytime rate was 
lower in Scotland, especially 
in the north. 

As with electricity, there is 
no choice of supplier for gas 
which is not available in all 
parts of the country. Operat¬ 
ing costs are cheaper than 


electricity although tbe-capi- 
tal cost of installing a system 
is higher and requires' a 
greater degree of. mainten¬ 
ance. the Which ? report 
says gas is - cheaper in the 
Midlands although the' cor¬ 
poration is gradually phasing 

ont many of the more obvious 
regional discrepancies. 

Which ? considers that gas, 
anthracite grains or House- 
warm - coal . are- . the . best 
forms of home heating this 
winter. SoUd inel, burnt .in 
older installations can a be 
messy, and evett faev* bailers 
need regular .. attention. 
There is also the need for 
storage, particularly if ad¬ 
vantage is to be taken of 
discounts for bulk ordering. 
Coal is cheaper in areas 
close to the coalfields. 

Oil also needs storage 
space. At present there are 
considerable differences-—up 
to lip a gallon—between 
the prices offered by the 
big oil companies, and it is 
certainly worth shopping 
around for central heating 
oils. 

One of the trickiest prob¬ 
lems faced by consumers of 
ciL and electricity far cen¬ 
tral healing is whether the 
present prices make it 
worthwhile changing to an 
alternative source of fuel. 

While the change from 
electricity to gas would in¬ 
volve substantial new instal¬ 
lation costs, large-scale users 
can no longer disregard this 
alternative in view of 
changes in off-peak charges 
and the general increases iu 
electricity bills.

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Incomes policy: talking about who gets what when 

the ‘son of £6’ makes his debut 


Turbulence oyer 


to the test 


An almost inescapable sense of ddja 
i "u comes oyer the observer trying to 
plot the course of the current in¬ 
comes policy, and its likely future. 
Not only do we seem to have been 
here many times before, but the 
vocabulary of suitably inoffensive 
words to describe holding down 
wages is so pitifully thin; “ restraint ” 
{sometimes “severe"), “modera¬ 
tion* and “self-discipline " crop up 
time and again. Perhaps as difficult 
as working out the content of die 
pest round of incomes policy will 

be the task of communicating it in 
anything like original language.* 

Semantics aside, the time is fast 
approaching when the TUC, the CEI 
and the Cabinet will have to decide 
what is to take the place of the £6 
policy when it expires in a little 
under six months- time. Timing is 
essential because the shape oE col¬ 
lective. bargaining next winter is 
largely determined in the trade union 
conference season, that period of sea¬ 
side talking jamborees running from 
April to July, starting with the engi¬ 
neers and culminatiug with the 
miners. 

Ideally, therefore, agreement needs 
to be reached some time in March, 


so that the package cap be hawked 
from conference to conference before 
being adopted fey acclamation at the 
Trades Union Congress in September. 
It might be pointed out that the. £6 
policy was sewn up in a fortnight or 
so last July, at the very end of the 
conference season. But it was freely 
admitted to be a rush job performed 
in an emergency. “Son of £6” is 
supposed to be a more complex, less 
crude instrument, allowing greater 

flexibility in collective bargaining to 

correct the rough justice of the flat 
rate principle. 

So much for timing: what of con¬ 
tent ? The CBI has been first in the 
field with an under-reported speech 
by Sir Campbell Adamson, the direc¬ 
tor-general, made two days ago. 
“ First, there must be a target figure 
for the reduction qE the rate of 
inflation we need to achieve by the 
end ■ of each succeeding 12 mouths. 
Derived from this there must be an 
agreement on how much we can 
afford to pay ourselves over the same 
period." 

While conceding that it is too early 
to name now a precise figure for the 
inflation target for the second year 
from next August, Sir Campbell in¬ 
sists : “ We do know we will be talk¬ 
ing—and must be talking—about very 
small figures indeed. 

“ No one should under-estimate the 


difficulties—rlie self-discipline needed 
to peg increases in pay for a second 
year below the increases in prices; 
the necessity to give those who have 
bad no pay rise at all this year, and 
who bear the greatest tax burden, 
some increase; the automatic in¬ 
creases which would come to many 
if we simply consolidated the £6 
'bonus’ into the basic weekly wage.” 

The CGI Is satisfied that its oolicy 
proposals on counter-inflation 
strategy had “a major impact on 
government thinking” last year, and 
is looking for a similarly influential 
role this time round. The TUC, for 
its part, is Customarily coy. Union 
leaders have not been airing their 
ideas in public, and the firsr indica¬ 
tions are nor expected before the next 
Economic Committee meeting on 
January 14, when an outline of 1976 
TUC Economic Review should bo 
available for their inspection. 

The full document will not be for¬ 
mally adopted until the February 25 
session of the TCJC General Council, 
but it is certain to contain a much 
wider range of economic demands 
than the CBI and, In all probability, 
the Government would countenance. 
Though it already bad a receding 
value in the popular imagination, the 
social contract played a central role 
in the successful * selling ” of tougher 
wage restraint, and the unions have 
never abandoned their bargaining 


posture that pay is only a part of an 
overall economic strategy. 

In his most recent public reference 
to the next round of policy, the 
Chancellor ruled out an extension of 
the flat-rate principle and favoured 
“a much more flexible type of 
arrangement ” that would enable the 
Government to correct anomalies, re¬ 
store differentials, and reward those 
wbo sharply increased their produc¬ 
tivity. 

Mr Healey argued that the overall 
amount of wage increases was not 
die real problem, and he is almost 

certainly right, The dilemma is one 

satisfying as many of the people for 
as long as possible with as little as 
possible to achieve that, he needs the 
collaboration of the unions, rather 
than the fear-prompted consent of a 
public panicked by an unpre¬ 
cedentedly hi^h rate of inflation. 

The TUC, then, needs to be drawn 
into the business of laying down 
criteria for “ who gets what ”, so that 

a sense of equity prevails in the 
labour movement, and precludes 
power-bargaining tactics by those 
strong enough or best placed to 
exploit the measure of confusion that 
inevitably accompanies more flexible 
rules in collective bargaining. 

The unions have never liked third- 
party intervention in the process of 
pay determination. When Mr Heath 
introduced his Phase Two, complete 


with the apparatus of a pay board 
to police the Government's ground 
rules, the TUC refused to co-operate, 
and tixe only member of tile general 
council who openly favoured partici¬ 
pating in the work of the board—Mr 
Walter Anderson of the National and 
Local Government Officers 9 Associa¬ 
tion—felt compelled to resign after 
bring humiliated at the hands of his 
own esecutive- 

Without direct, and genuine, TUC 
involvement in the preparation of the 
next stage of pay policy, it stands 
little hope of success. And there is 
no valid reason, anyway, for exclud¬ 
ing the unions from the policy-mak¬ 
ing process. There is more expertise 
on the subject in Congress House 
than in the Treasury,' as has been 
made abundantly clear in recent 
years. _ 

A proper recognition, of that fact 
might do much to restore a closer 
identity between the Government and 
the TUC, for a growing coolness has 
been discernible over the past few 
months, most notably over employ¬ 
ment and economic policies. It would, 
of course, mean a more generous 
acceptance of the unions 9 wider poli¬ 
cies. For a Labour Cabinet, the 
alternative ought to be unthinkable.

Big spenders on the brink of a 
big drop into cold reality

We can now look *ack on 3u 
years of high-spendins politics. 
, y t ,5 a£ , tenn * mean a political 
world in which governments 
not only respond willingly to 
the secular pressures for in¬ 
creased public spending but 
enthusiastically to them, in 
which parties compete to spend 
more, and would not dream of 
doing otherwise, in which tho 
good ministers and the bright 
officials are the ones who 
identify new “needs” and 
think up new ways oE meeting 
them, and in which it is 
generally assumed that high 
public expenditure is the key 
to greater economic freedom 
The question now is whether 
this era has come to an end. 
And if there are no precise 
answers to that question at 
least there are, as the doctors 
say, indications. Of these the 
spread of traditional “bour¬ 
geois" grumbling about taxes 
io some of the lowest earners 
may be the most visible, but 
there are others os well. 

Issues which only bothered a 
few in the days when public 
services all seemed to be “ free ” 
now begin to bother just about 
every wage and salary earner: 
“Are we getting a good buy for 
our taxes ? Are the public ser¬ 
vices we now pay for properly 
tailored to our meal needs, as 
against bureaucratic Whitehall 
or County Hall rieirs about 
what our needs ore supposed to 
be? If wc kept the money and 
spent it ourselves, rather than 
having it recycled through a 
slow and expensive bureaucratic 
apparatus, might we get a better 
bai-gaiu ? ” 

_ These aie \ cry healthy ques¬ 
tions indeed. They may not stop 
some from clamouring lor mure 
•'government money'’ in the 
belief iliat there is such a tiling. 
But they will make others pause 
and think. They may provoke 
uu a scale larger than anything 
.seen so far, and outside the 
restricted v.orld of weekend 
schools and academic seminars. 


critical questions' about trans¬ 
port services, about “free” 
health provision, about housing, 
about the way public services 
arc run, and about the need for 
a far more localized and con¬ 
sumer-influenced form of pub¬ 
lic provision. They may prompt 
the more inquiring to ask how 
it is that with the worker on 
half average manual earnings 
already paying tax at over 40 
per cent (35 per cent income 
tax and 5j per cent national 
insurance) the state is still 
borrowing up to and over the 
hilt and the nation is water¬ 
logged with debt. 

They may even lead people 
in their millions to ask whether 
the grand central post-war 
premise, that the answer to 
every problem from tennis 
elbow to the disappearance of 
die harebell, was more public 
expenditure, is necessarily the 
right one. 

But iii, I go too far. Perhaps 
these ambitions ore too high 
for 1976. Politicians are for¬ 
ever underestimating the time 
it rakes for obvious things to 
become obvious. 

And yet I wonder. People 
will put up with verv high 
taxes it me oeuerus re&uy an. 
there, If the Government com¬ 
mands respect and is believed 
to be spending people's money 
efficiently ana wisely on 
genuine “ needs ”, albeit on a 
large scale. Post-war political 
attitudes in both major partis 
were formed by pre-war experi¬ 
ence, by the intellectual res¬ 
pectability which Keynes 
appeared to give to deficit 
finance, by the conviction that 
high public spending meant 
full employment and by the 
view that the crying social 
needs of the country could best 
and quickest be met by major 
social programmes, centrally 
conceived and Whitehall admin¬ 
istered in the interests of the 
people. 

To tlic bewilderment of the 
champions of post-war econo¬ 
mic and. social orthodoxy, these 
assumptions have not only been 
thrown in question. They have 
become the reverse of reality. 
At the stratospheric levels of 
inflation, public, spending and 
borrowing at which the Govern¬ 
ment is trying to operate, still 
higher expenditure, or even 
talk of still higher expenditure, 
actually leads, via its devastat¬ 
ing effect on cuniidcnce, in¬ 
terest rates and job-creating in¬ 
vestment to more, rather than 
less, out of work. Larger wel¬ 
fare and environmental expen¬ 
ditures administered on the 
classic post-war bureaucratic 
lines lead visibly ro marc 
bureaucracy but in no visible 
way to better welfare services, 
a better environment or a more 
satisfied “ consuming " public. 


With Sir Geraint, not so much an 
opera more a way of life 


As for cash for industry, I 
suppose that when most revenue 
from taxes came from those 
with above average earnings it 
was tolerable, although wildly 
inefficient, to redistribute it for 
the purpose of keeping men in 
employment in steel or the 
manes or the railways. But to 
require a worker on £30 a week 
to contribute 40p, let alone 50p, 
of an extra pound earned, to 
support people on two, three 
and four rin«*- Ms wage is so 
breathtnkiii^ly, grotesquely un¬ 
fair and unjust, by any and 
every standard of fairness and 
justice, one can only assume 
the news has not got through— 
and wait for the explosion of 
fury when it does. 

At that point—and I persist 
in believing that it is not far 
off add will come rapidly nearer 
the more fits of candour Mr 
Healey has about the money be 
needs to pay the bills his 
friends have already run up— 
at that point it is possible that 
a great many things will at last 
begin to tumble into place in 
this poor, confused, apprehen¬ 
sive and sometimes unwisely 
docile country of ours. 

One .of these will be the 
realization that the kitty really 
is empty, that no subsidy can 1 
be enlarged for any one group 
without cuts in the living stan¬ 
dards of other families some¬ 
where in the system. 

Another will be an awaken¬ 
ing not merely to the weight 
but to the appalling inequities 
of our tax system, with its luna¬ 
tic marginal rates both around 
the £35 mark and at the higher 
wage and salary ranges. 

But the greatest awakening 
of all .may fie reserved for the 
politicians who discover that 
high spending promises sud¬ 
denly cease to harvest votes, 
that bigger programmes of pub¬ 
lic expenditure no longer pro¬ 
vide either what people need 
or what they want and that far 
from helping the workers, a 
deliberate policy of high and 
rising public expenditure now 
constitutes a direct attack on 
the interests of working people 
of this country. 

Ac that point the ice will 
crack and deposit a generation 
of big spenders . of other 
people's money, big promise- 
makers, big planners of big pro¬ 
grammes administered by big, 
overloaded and centralized 
departments in. the icy muddy 
water of reality which they 
richly deserve and where I hope 
they spend a happy new year.

Szvmon Goldberg and Kadu 
Liipu have jusr started a series 
of four concerts at the QEH in 
which they are to play all 
Mozart’s mature violin-aud- 
piano sonatas. This is going to 
be a quadruple helping of 
ecstasy for Muller ami me, for 
the works arc enchanting, and 
the romantic youth of the 
pianist mokes a fascinating foil 
to the classical experience of 
the fiddler, bur the firsr of the 
four evenings, last Sunday, was 
marred by an exhibition about 
as tasteless, unnecessary, objec¬ 
tionable and nasty as I have 
ever seen in a concert-hall. The 
piano is set with the keyboard 
exactly at right-angles to the 
auditorium, and almost the 
whale of the cad of tho instru¬ 
ment thus presented to our 
view is filled by a colossal 
reproduction, in the vilest shade 
of yellow, of the brand-name of 
the piano, stencilled in letters 
getting on for a foot high. 

It is a reputable make; but 
this is not reputable behaviour, 
and I would like to know who 
is responsible for letting the 
wire-stringers get away with 
such odious huckstering, which 
would be barely acceptable at 
a motor-racing circuit, let alone 
a performance of Mozart. I 
cannot believe that it is the 
performers; is it the im¬ 
presarios (a firm called Harri¬ 
son Parrott Ltd) ? In any case, 
the ultimate responsibility rests 
on the manager of the hall, Mr 
John Denison, who must either 
have authorized it or refrained 
from forbidding it; he could 
stop it with a word, and he 
must speak the word before 
the sec.'id concert on Sunday. 
Otherwise—-well, there . is a 
family with children in the 
front* row. and I hereby make 
those children a formal offer 
of any tov from the toyshon 
of their choice, together with 
an immense hag of their favour¬ 
ite sweet*, if they will come 
armed with aerosol paint-cans 
and obliterate the offending 
name before the performance 
hegins. preferably by cohering 
it with tho words *' Mozart 
rules—OK ” ? 

And now Eor the snceuiess 
and light, coupled with the 
name of Sir Geraint Evans. 
Last month's new Covent Gar¬ 
den production of L’Fli'ir 
d’Amore made the perfect 
Christmas entertainment, and 
the last of the present set of 
performances is tonight. If

there are seats to be had, have 
them, for apart from the fact 
that the opera is a delight to 
look at in Beni Montresor’s 
hundreds-and-thousands designs 
and John Copley’s witty produc¬ 
tion, and apart from the even 
more important fact that Doni¬ 
zetti is a vastly underrated 
composer, ill-served by forever 
being bracketed with the much 
inferior Bellini, there is, em¬ 
bedded in the evening like a 
golden bee in amber, the per¬ 
formance of Geraint Evans as 
Dulcamara. 

Now I am so unimaginably 
old that long before you are 
born, my dear, I saw the com¬ 
pany of La Scala give this opera 
on a visit to Covent Garden, and 
the part of the quack doctor 
was plaved on that occasion by 
Italo Taio. Tajo was a very 
great singer and comic actor, 
and I shall always remember 
that performance (if only for 
his astonishing trick of stand¬ 
ing on one leg and running the 
other foot up and down its 
calf), but I do believe that 
Geraint's surpasses it and be¬ 
cause the ripeness and richness 
of his Dulcamara glow round 
me still, this seems as good a 
moment as any to salute a man 
whose opera-singing career has 
spanned exactly the same length 
of time as ray opera-going one, 
and who in those 28 years (er, 
I started when I was one—and 
he at seven) has given me more 
evenings of operatic delight 
than any other single per¬ 
former. 

1 have seen and heard him in 
something like 44) roles, in Lon¬ 
don. Glyndebourne, Edinburgh, 
Salzburg and New York, and he 
is, to me, more than a great 
artist; he is tho symbol and 
type of what human beings 
aspire, theoretically, to be. For 
he has, quite literally, spent his 
entire working life giving pleas¬ 
ure to other people, ana the 
pleasure he gives is the rarest 
of all varieties—the kind which 
is innocent without being either 
insipid nr cloying, and manages 
tn be deep, affecting and 
memorable, but which pains no 
one and scars nothing. “ Sounds 
and sweet airs, which give de¬ 
light and. hurl not”; these 
have constituted his life, and it 
is not too much to say that 
audiences have left the theatre 
after hearing and seeing him 
in one of his principal roles— 
Figar««. Pnpagcim, Lenorello, 
Falstaff. Beckme-ser. Bottom, 
B.'irtiilii, Dun Pasqualc and now 
Dulcamara—not merely feeling 
happier, hut actually and ob¬ 


jectively better people, the 
experience they have had being 
a genuinely moral one, as art at 
its highest of course always is. 

Yes, but an art winch 
achieves its moral effect with¬ 
out catharsis is the most 
astonishing of all artistic 
phenomena, and that is exactly 
what Geraint’s art does do, for 
if you look through that list of 
characters you mil find none 
whose effect is to burn the sold 
clean with pity or terror, none 
who sings to us in the timeless 
accents of doom. Every one of 
those operatic figures is rooted 
in human reality and some 
practically define it—indeed 
Figaro does, being one of the 
two most complete and perfect 
of all human figures anywhere 
in opera. (For the identity of 
the other, send a stamped 
addressed envelope to either 
the Burgomaster of Nuremberg 
or the General Secretary of the 
National Union of the Footwear, 
Leather and Allied Trades.) 

Geraint has, of course, 
specialized m the great comic 
roles; if you ask him why, he 
is apt to reply by silently draw¬ 
ing a circle in the air round his 
face, and of course it is true 
that it is a face so full of 
humanity, kindness and humour 
that it is difficult to imagine 
the owner of it even portraying 
a real villain, let alone doing 
any unloving act to any real 
person. His Scnpia was very 
powerful, hut Scarpia is fall of 
sawdust, and anyway nobody 
would claim that Geraint’s can 
compare with, say, Gobbi’s; he 
played all the members of the 
sinister foursome in The Tales 
of Eoffmamt, but although I 
must certainly have seen the 
production, I cannot recall a 
single moment of his from it; 
he has very nearly played Iago, 
but never actually ^ done so, 
which is surely significant. 
Only Wozzeck, outside his 
charmed circle of the happy 
and good-hearted, has fully suc¬ 
ceeded.

The BBC, whose concept of 
imp artiality bears the scars or 
many battles great and small 
-with aggrievedpoliticans, is un¬ 
dergoing a curious episode in 
the cas ft of the dismissed Por-, 
tuguese journalists.. Charges of. 
bias both to the left and the 
right in the external. services 
have * been accompanied by 
complaints that the radio broad¬ 
casts are being used by the 
British Government as a tool 
with a counter-revolutionary 
slam. / * 

The upshot of this political 
rough water has been the aw: 

missal of. the two broadcasters 
for allegedly failing to accept 
the situation.' 

The' BBC Itself, in 'the person 
of Mr Gerard Mansell, manag¬ 
ing director of the Government- 
financed but - editorially inde¬ 
pendent External .Services, 
makes its touchstone clear: “ At. 
a time of great crisis and con¬ 
fusion, the need for informa¬ 
tion is very great. One thing 
I am dedicated to is- the prin¬ 
ciple of freedom of information 
and access to information. 

The turbulence 1 in the BBC’s 
Portuguese section in the last 
few politically critical months 
has certainly put the bound¬ 
aries of that impeccably liberal 
credo to the test. 

There is some evidence from 
the BBC itself that the 
original Parliamentary row 
about “ communist propaganda ” 
was itself an exaggerated jmd 
partisan episode. In the arrti> 
math of the downfall of the 
Portuguese dictatorship and the 
election campaigns that fol¬ 
lowed, the two journalists made 
disparaging-remarks on die air 
about the DaUg Telegraph and 
other press reports, the reading 
of which, makes up most of the 
service’s output They were 
reprimanded, ■ - 

Mr Churchill, on his return 
complained that the Portuguese 
conservative politician. Sen or 
Freitas do Amarel and, more 
significantly, the social demo¬ 
cratic politician and associate 
of Mr Wilson in the Socialist 
International, Dr Soares, ‘com¬ 
plained to him of “communist 
propaganda”. The BBC, assum¬ 
ing the journalists’ “lapses 
from objectivity" were to 
blame, admitted them, and the 
storm broke. 

It later transpired that Dr 
Soares had in fact only made 
generalized complaints that 
party workers had complained 
to him about left-wing bias in 
the BBC news. The bulletins 
were collated from Portuguese 
press sources considered by the 
social democrats to be biased. 

Furthermore. the more 
radical politicians, such as 
Brigadier Goncalves and the 
Minister of Information, Senor 
Correia Jesuiono, complained to 
the BBC independently and 
separately that there was in¬ 
fact right-wing bias in the news 
broadcasts. 

This sort of sensitivity is 
familiar to the British: the 
general secretary of -the Labour 
Party here, Mr Ron Hayward, 
complained shoot bias by giving 
too much BBC time to one side 
during the last general election, 
and later conceded he had been 
mistaken. 

Two dungs_ happened after 
this. The Foreign Secretary, Mr 
Callaghan, got an assurance 
from the BBC that nothing like 
the journalists 9 ' lapses would 
happen again. 

Mr Mansell is categorical 
that no Foreign Office pressure 
was brought to alter the tenor 
of the Portuguese service. But 
what did also happen was a 
derision to increase the amount 
of broadcasting to Portugal. 
This was taken by the Foreign 
Office, as it is entitled to do 
under the special terms of the 
relationship between the state 
and the BBC external services. 
It was known that Dr Soares 
wanted more BBC broadcasts, 
to counteract the radical-domi¬ 
nated Portuguese media. 

Did this constitute a taking 
of t sides in Portugal ? The 
station’s output has not only 
been increased but closely 
supervised. Now the journalists 
involved in the original 
“lapses ” and Mrs Judith Hart, 
a Labour politician who has, iu 
turn, visited Portugal, complain 
of persistent right-wing bias in

. There is clearly a 'consensus 

among British political and 
broadcasting authorities that 
parliamentary democracy should 
prevail in Portugal, in prefer¬ 
ence to the revolutionary 
alternative. It would be aston¬ 
ishing if there were not; and 
few journalists are naive enough 
to 'deny that die nature of their 
fundamental beliefs affects the 
manner in which they choose 
and use material. 

Mr .Mansell believes that the 
correct: journalistic criteria to 
use in presenting Portugal are 
basically those of a British 
liberal democratic spectrum. 
General Spinola may be fairly 
described z* “moderate” be¬ 
cause political views exist to 
the right of him. ■ 

Those to the right rf him' 
should .not be described as 
“ reactionary ” however; the 
right side of the British spect¬ 
rum is the corresponding point, 
where we find the- Conserv¬ 
ative Party. 

To describe that as “re- 
actionaiy ” would be clearly 
tendentious. 

.. One should use numbers as 
a guide to the. currency strands 
of opinion are entitled to, Mr 
Mansell believes, as in a Euro¬ 
pean democracy. The com¬ 
munist Afoming Star Is quoted 
less frequently by the BBC thau 
other papers because its circu¬ 
lation is smaller and the party 
gets few votes. 

So, In Portugal, the political 
centre is picked out with refer¬ 
ence to the large number of 
votes gained at the lost Portu¬ 
guese election by the social 
democrats: “T think the centre 
in Portuguese politics is much 
closer to our own than some 
left-wingers there imagine.” 

This approach to the news 
is unlikely to be shared by 
those who support radical and 
revolutionary parties in Portu¬ 
gal. They would say that the 
whole process of “objective” 
broadcasting has its limits, mid 
to that extent the BBC. cannot 
help taking sides in the Portu¬ 
guese. struggle betwen revolu¬ 
tionaries, parliamentarians end 
authoritarians. "You stem from 
the culture you stem from, and 
the social system you stem 
from”, Mr Mansell said. 

But, on historical evidence, 
there seems unlikely to have 
been any vulgar arm-twisting 
from the Foreign Office on this 
issue. The BBC External Ser¬ 
vices construe the “ national 
interest” which they are 
supposed to. promote as best 
served in the process of show¬ 
ing democracy at work. They 
refused to be censored at the 
time of Suez, provoking plans 
for a full government takeover; 
they refused to omit news items 
General Amin might not like 
while he held Mr Dennis Hills 
prisoner; and in 1967 they 
forced the Foreign : Office under 
George Brown to invoke the 
draconian power under the BBC 
license of forbidding^ on direct 
government instruction, a broad¬ 
cast to Russia. 

Stalin’s daughter’s open letter 
to Pasternak was postponed, 
and the BBC says, having been 
given the direct order, it broad¬ 
cast to Russia that the British 
Government had forbidden the 
broadcast, while delicate Mos¬ 
cow talks were going on. The 
British Foreign Office pays for 
the BBC broadcasts: but only 
a shared system of political 
beliefs defines their contents.

GENERAL TAX OR SPECIAL CHARGE ? 


The Thames Water Authority 
is not one of those far-flung rural 
operations whose - customers 
might at first sight have been 
expected to feel the effects of 
the recent House of Lords ruling 
on sewerage charges most 
sharply. -Compared to East 
Anglia, say, it must serve rela¬ 
tively few dwellings that, are not 
connected to the sewers. The 
burden of the judgment that such 
places should not- have been 
charged for the service falls on 
it too. however. It has so many 
sewerless buildings of other 
kinds—principally small shops— 
that next year’s charge will be 
21 per cent higher than it would 
have been if the Lords had de-: 
rided the other way; This-is fully 
eqnal to the level that is likely 
to apply nationally—a point not 
without relevance to the basic, 
issue in the controversy. 

The argument was over the 
familiar problem of the differ¬ 
ence between a tax and a charge. 
Government provides various ser¬ 
vices for the common good, and. 
raises money for them by taxing 
us whether we directly - benefit 
or not. If just the‘.parents of 
children paid for schools, or just 
the sick for health services, the 
quality of those. services would 
be so low that society as a 
whole would suffer. There are 


borderline cases' where the 
balance of individual and general 
advantage is less apparent, and 
the case of the house without 
main drainage is one of them. 
For the householder, being con¬ 
nected to the system may be a 
convenience that' he. would like 
but feels he cannot afford. The 
advantage to him of the fact 
that some distant market , town is 
not subject to flooded streets or 
to epidemics of typhoid may. 
seem considerably less immedi¬ 
ate. . 

' So when two years ago such 
householders, began to be 
charged explicitly for sewerage, 
many of them were indignant. 
In fact they, had been paying for 
It for years as part of their rates, 
but a new form of collection 
made the fact prominent. Some 
went to icoart on the .grounds 
that the Water Act of 1973 did 
not give ~the_ new water 
authorities,' which -had taken 
over from local government, the 
power to-make the charge when 
no direct service , was provided. 
The Act was in fact confused and 
vague, and the Law Lords found, 
by a majority of three to two, 
that it did not confer the power. 

This victory of.the individual 
over bureaucracy was pleasing in 
itself, ' but on reflection it 
appears more ambiguous. 


Obviously householders con¬ 
nected to the sewers will have to 
pay more—particularly because 
the Government has decided that 
the cost of the mistake over the 
past two years should be met by 
these bystanders, and not' by the 
community" as" a "whole through 
taxation. Householders who are 
riot connected are likely to find 
that water authorities will 
charge much more, for emptying 
their septic tanks. As for the 
principle, sewerage, like the 
supply of pure water itself, does 
seem to fall most naturally into 
the category of those services 
which benefit us generally. Even 
If remote farmhouses could sur¬ 
vive without it, the heredira- , 
ments in cities that are not con¬ 
nected would scarcely be 
tenable- 

The Government will have to 
bring in a Bill to make clear 
. exactly what water authorities 
can charge for now, and to 
arrange for householders who 
were unlawfully charged to be 
recompensed by the rest. There 
is no intention, apparently, of 
setting right the o'riginal error 
and making everyone pay for the 
service in future. But a mistake 
does Dot become sacrosanct just 
because the Law Lords have 
pointed it out. The charge should 
be made general once more.

The reported intention of the 
Anglican church to institute a 
Bishopric of (in) Xurope is a" 
piece of. ecclesiastical modern¬ 
ization of which every forward- 
looking person . must approve. 
The duties to be performed now 
belong to a pluralist who is both 
Bishop. Suffragan of Fulham, in 
the diocese of London, and 
Bishop of. Gibraltar., In the

From Professor Bernard Crick 
Sir, There is much to agree with and 
much to disagree with in your 
editorial on Northern Ireland 
(January 7). At different times one 
has to walk up and down both sides 
of the question: Northern Ireland 
cannot be governed without the con¬ 
sent of the majority; and Northern 
Ireland cannot be governed without 
the consent of such a large minority.

As has been fre¬ 
quently pointed out during the pub¬ 
lic debate over the size of the 
Civil Service, one of the main 
reasons why domestic departments 
grow is that Parliament is forever 
passing Acts that load additional 
work on to their shoulders.

regard this as a very welcome and 
logical development arising from a 
thorough-going merger of the 
foreign policies of the Nine. Until 
this happens, however, complete 
integration would hardly be practic¬ 
able, even in “ the smaller overseas 
countries” as Mr Hurd suggests. 

In any case the change could 
hardly be brougbc about overnight 
but would have to be made in 
stages. On the other hand, if the 
differentiation were made, not, as 
Mr Hurd implies, between the larger 
and the smaller countries, but 
between the separate functions of 
diplomatic representation, a start 
could be made quite soon. 

In the functions he lists he 
includes “protecting subjects”. 
There is already agreement in 

principle on the introduction of a 
European Community passport. This 
presumably means the establishment 
of a Community Passport Office (or 
offices); and this could be the 
starting point of a Community 
Consular Service which could take 
over all the strictly “consular” 
functions—protection of the persons, 
property and interests of Community 
citizens, notarial acts, and so on— 
at present performed by the Con¬ 
sular Sections and provincial Con¬ 
sulates of the Nine. In this 
restricted domain the existing 
procedures of the individual member 
countries are very much alike and. 
could easily be harmonized com¬ 
pletely ; and collaboration amon.r 
staffs of up to nine different 
nationalities need not be hampered 
by possibly conflicting foreijn 
policies of their national govern¬ 
ments. 

Integration in this sphere c<uld ■ 
have many beneficial resulr? It 
would certainly reduce narbnal 
diplomatic staff and expendinre. It 
would be to the advance, of 
individual Co mmuni ty citizen- since 
Community Consuls in* <verseas 
countries would, generally Peaking, 
carry more weight w^h local 
authorities and govemr€ ac s than 
separate representatior does at 
present; and this in *urn should 
reduce the number of in u-hich 
protection issues be jme political. 

It would also be a J seful exercise 
in infra-Co rnn’i nnifyCOllaboration in 
a new field and, ^ith. the admini¬ 
strative experien® gained in this 
way, facilitate tf’eutnal integration 
over the whole *nge of Community 
diplomatic ^presentation once 
currert differences over foreign 
policy have ben ironed out.

Obstetrics: Childbirth at home 


Delivery of babies- at home can 
never provide a completely safe 
alternative to hospital connne- 
ment, according to experts at the 
Institute of Child Health in Lon¬ 
don, who have been studying tne 
results of births in the home. 

Their report In the British 
medical Journal says the unpre¬ 
dictability of events during child¬ 
birth means that even a normal 
delivery does not preclude the 
baby from baring difficulty in 
breathing at birth, or some other 
abnormality. Of the 155 babies 
born at borne who were examined 
In the study, 29 bad taken a 
minute or longer to start breath¬ 
ing, Eve were deeply jaundiced 
a week after birth, and two had 
heart abnormalities. 

The report accepts, however, 
that the reasons given by women 
who wan: their babies delivered 
at home are valid. " Hospitals 
are impersonal **, It states, “ and 
continuity of care Is rare. The 
mother and baby oEten have to 


fit in with the needs of the Insti¬ 
tution instead of the other way 
around.” . , 

But the answer to clinical 
deficiencies and bad social rela- 
tionsbios, tbe report says, will not 
be found in a back-to-nature 
cult jeopardizing the safety of the 
motber and the child. It shoujd 
come from an improvement in 
hospital conditions. 

That view is supported by a 
leading article in the journal, 
which criticizes the vociferous 
lobby who assert that selected 
groups of women may safely have 
their babies delivered at home. In 
practice it had proved difficult 
to select those low-risk cases 
accurately. 

In the London study, despite 
excellent general practitioners, 
more than a third of the women 
delivered at home had medical 
conditions that should have 
resulted in hospital confinement. 

There Is a considerable risk to 
the baby If the mother has to bu 
transferred to hospital daring 


labour, the journal says. It dis¬ 
counts the arguments often put 
forward in favour of home delivery 
such as tho alleged low rate of 
serious infectious among babies 
born at home. In fact, death from 
infection is less common in babies 
born in hospital. 

There are women, however, who 
look forward to a home confine¬ 
ment but whose dreams are 
shattered by some complication 
leading to loss of life or the 
prejudicing of the future welfare 
of mother or child. The price of 
safe and happy childbirth is con¬ 
stant vigilance, the study con¬ 
cludes. The pressing need Is for 
a review of all aspects of care in 
maternity hospitals, to make the 
mother's stay more congenial 
without loss of discipline essen¬ 
tial ro the safety of mother and 
baby.

Ibis’ represents the 
wealth that is' /created by a 
company or an industry. t 
Whether the 'technology is 
converting crude oil into petrol, 
or- silicon into integrated 
circuits,' Dr Jones points' out, 
the economic facts are the 
same. The money available is 
the difference between the 
urchase at one end of the 
,ory and tbe price obtained 
for the fi nish ed goods at the 
other end. 

Expressed per employee, the 
wide variation in added value 
between British and Japanese 
companies is evideitt from the 
accompanying cables, which are 
extracted from Dr Jones's 
figures. For Sony, for example, 
the 1S74 figure was £10,402 per 
employee; for Plessey, it was 
£2,777. 

The respective figures for 
assets per employee are also 
remarkable—just over £4,000 at 
GEC contrasting with £21,000 at 
Hitachi, for example—and the 
gap is getting wider, Dr Jones

But a new dimension is added 
to the comparison when the 
added value is examined in 
derail. As a matter of routine 
these details are filed by Japan¬ 
ese companies; added value is 
split into wages and salaries, 
welfare end pensions contribu¬ 
tions, factory rent, financial 
costs (interest on borrowed 
capital), local races and taxes, 
corporation tax. net profit after 
tax, and depredation. 

As the second table shows, 
the proportion of added value 
which goes on wages* salaries, 
welfare and pensions ranges 
from about 38 per cent for Sony 
to over 75 per cent for Plessey. 

For depredation of plant ami 
machinery, Sony retains in the 
company £582 a" head, while the 
Plessey figure is £127. The only 
other money available for in¬ 
vestment comes from profits; 
after paying shareholders’ divi¬ 
dends, and induding the depre¬ 
dation allowance, Sony is able 
to retain a healthy £2,700 per 
employee, compared with only 
£237 for Plessey. 

“Yon can & a lot of 
research, develooment and mar¬ 
keting with £2,700 per em¬ 
ployee”. Dr Jones comments. 
The need is to feed enough 
money back into the company to 
strengthen the seedcorn—not, as 
is the British practice, to eat it. 

Thus the main message from 
Dr Jones’s analysis is, first, that 
British companies in general do 
not know exactly how much 
wealth they are creating (that 
is, how much value they are 
adding). * . 


Secondly, when the figure is 
known, it is mud) lower per 
employee than in Japanese 
industry. 

-Thirdly, an analysis- of this 
added value shows, among 
other things, that wages, 
salaries, welfare and pensions 
take up a higher proportion 
than in Japan; and the amount 
retained in tbe company for 
investment in new plant and 
machinery is much less. 

Dr Jones has no hesitation 
in associating these points 
directly with the irelaiv^ly-poor 
productivity of the United King¬ 
dom industry—in all sectors, 
not just the electronic examples 
quoted here. . ’ 

Not only is the absolute figure 
for value added. per employee 
too low. he argues; the pro¬ 
portion of it that goes on wages, 
salaries, welfare and pensions 
is too high and the proportion 
retained for investment is too 
low. 

He summarises the situation 
as follows. In Japan, about 50 
per cent of added value is avail¬ 
able for wages and salaries, and 
tbe other 50 per cent is re¬ 
tained by the company for ser¬ 
vicing capital and reinvestment. 

In Britain, about 70 per cent 
goes on wages and salaries and 
only 30 per cent is retained bv 
the company. 

On the basis of more limited 
information, it appears that the 
corresponding figures for West 
Germany would be 60 per cent 
and 40 per • cent; and for tbe 
"United States 45 per, cent and 
55 per cent. • 


Another element which 
emerges from the company 
figures is a significant. differ¬ 
ence in vertical integration-^ 
the degree to which a company 
chooses to make things itself 
rather than .buy them ip ,from 
outside:' : ? T 

Compare^ with British indus¬ 
try, companies In Japan (as in 
Germany) tend to be vertically 
less integrated, Dr Jones con¬ 
tends that this gives them more 
flexibility to respond to market 
changes, and ip particular to 
weather a recession; and the 
ODportunity to make better use 
of their money. 

Vertical integration can be 
expressed as the added value 
as a percentage of sales. E?:- 
amples include 61.9 per cent 
for Plessey, 47.9 per cent for 
GEC, 32 per cent for Hitachi 
and 25.6 per rent for Sony. 

In a separate exercise, Dr 
Jones has assembled figures 
from about 100 British com¬ 
panies to show the proportion 
of the wealth created which is 
taken in taxation by the govern¬ 
ment. 

He includes taxes, paid both 
by employer and employees 
since, he argues, the*- all have 
to come out of the value which 
is added by industry. 

Not only has this proportion 
increased steadily over the 
years, but Dr Jones claims fort 
manufacturing industry' is

Few things have been as harm- 
fid to the tredibilriy of- the 
European Co mm u n ity's efforts 
to turn itself into a'genuinely 
united body than the disasters 
which have overcome its; efforts 
to establish economic and 
monetary union. 

As Mr Leo Tindemans, in his 
report to the European 
ministers, makes clear, there is 
now no consensus either on the 
political basis for such a 
union or on the technical means 
which ought to be adopted. 

Others, such as. Mr Robert 
Marjolin, former vice-president 
of the Brussels Commission, 
have been even harsher; in a 
recent study he concluded that 
the members of the nine are 
now further away from such an 
economic union than they were 
25 years ago, before the Treaty 
of Rome bad been conceived. 

Yet in spite of these setbacks, 
and in spite of a call for new 
discussions starting from 
scratch, Mr Tindemans ends up 
coming down firmly in favour 
of the view that the “snake” 
of European countries ought to 
be foe basis for progress. In 
suggesting this, he may well 
be repeating the errors which 
have led predecessors in the 


business of reporting on Euro¬ 
pean monetary union to pro¬ 
duce documents which now 
have little more than historical 
curiosity. 

There are two possible func¬ 
tions which foe linking of some 
of Europe’s currencies could 
perform. 

One, which is foe notion 
which was favoured by foe EEC 
ministers when they agreed to 
set up foe experiment in the 
early seventies, is to act as a 
dry run for a much more ambi¬ 
tious operation in which all 
community currencies are 
locked together, so that they 
effectively become one and can 
be replaced by a single unit. 

This is not foe only possible 
way forward to this ultimate 
goal; others have suggested 
floating a new community unit 
in penile] with existing national 
currencies, and trying to use 
this new unit gradually to sup¬ 
plant them for a whole range 
of purposes. 

However, foe idea that the 
snake should be formed, loosely 
at fust but with ever increasing 
firmness, still remains the 
official orthodoxy and it is one 
which Mr Tindemans repeats. 

Instead of the present system 
where foe only requirements are 


that the foreign exchange mar¬

It is, for 
example, because both" the 
United Kingdom and Italy have 
felt that they are not able to 
reconcile their domestic needs 
with those of foe snake, foat it 
is necessary for foe Tin deman 1 
report to accept that it is un¬ 
realistic to expect them to go 
along at the same pace as 
everyone else. . 


On this, the iuadumeaial 
vicious circle which has be¬ 
devilled ail previous efforts to 
get each of rhe EEC countries 
moving forward together, tbe 
report has no answer. Experi¬ 
ence has shown that it is just 
not true that steps towards a 
monetary link induce a conver¬ 
gence of economic policies and 
with them a convergence of 
foe rates of inflation. 

This lack of realism poses die 
risk that, in an attempt to 
achieve a close-economic union 
of the Community countries by 
bringing in those who are not 
snake members to tbe discus¬ 
sions on how joint interven¬
